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“ The right side ts the inside,” said the lady clerk, as she 
folded the dress pattern for the purchaser. Mrs. C. went her 
way, and “the lesson home to her heart she took.” How true 
it is! If we are to be sincere Christians, whatever may be our 
external appearance, the inside must be right. This is true 
even physically. There is sometimes an appearance of health, 
but if disease is lurking within the whole soon suffers. But as 
a spiritual truth it has especial value. What a blow it gives to 
the influence of a church when trusted members prove dis- 
honest or untrue, when it is found that the wrong side is the 
inside! Perhaps-no more suggestive motto could be taken by 
any one of us for the present year than this, “ By God’s help 
I will make the inside the right side.” That which we see is 
so real to us and the spiritual life is so vague that we need all 
the help possible in balancing our lives. But is the outside of 
no consequence? Certainly. And here comes in another 
thought from the dress pattern. The same threads which 
make the inside pretty are seen upon the outside. The same 
pattern is impressed there. So with us. If we have “ truth in 
the inward parts” (Ps. 41: 6) we shall speak truth. Charac- 
ter impresses itself upon the life, even upon the body, and 
speaks through it. 
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THERE IS STILL NEED. 


‘SHE poor ye have always with you,” are words more 

pregnant with meaning than may at first appear. Not 
only the poor who are destitute of physical comforts are with 
us, but the poor who have no spiritual food, the poor who by 
circumstances of birth or environment have weak moral na- 
tures. 

Poverty of soul is the worst possible. So long as there is 
this kind of poverty in the world there is an obligation to re- 
lieve it. Sometimes people are impatient because continued 
calls come for money to be thus used, like the woman who 
asked almost angrily, when a new call came for our India field, 
* Aren’t those people over there ever going to be able to take 
care of themselves?” The needy in soul will always be await- 
ing help, until Christ’s kingdom’ shall have fully come. 

We hope no one will read the call for a Zhank Offering ser- 
vice, which appears in this number, with anything but a glad 
spirit. The destitute in soul are many. They call to us for 
aid. We-have sent out our workers. We have not sufficient 
money with which to pay them. 

Is any one sorry that the Board decided last fall at Buffalo 
to send Emilie Barnes? The question was carefully and 
prayerfully considered. The more conservative ones asked, 
“Where will the money come from? The eager ones said, 
‘¢ Miss Barnes wants to go at once and be at work.” Dare we 
take the responsibility of telling her she cannot, and perhaps 
losing her services altogether? So the majority said, “ We will 
trust God and the women,” and Miss Barnes is in the field. 


From the receipts of the year thus far it appears as though 
the conservative ones were right ; but God has not settled all 
his accounts for the year yet. And the women have not yet 
held their Thank Offering service. 

Please read the call carefully and respond ‘faithfully. In 
order to secure the best success plans should be laid at once. 
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. INDIA AND OPIUM. 

HE concert subject for April is India. Those who wish in 
their study to cover general facts connected with the 
country can find helps by reviewing the HELprrs of the past 

- two or three years. For those who wish to study the subject 
which more than any other is now agitating India we give 
some facts. ‘ The Opium Curse” has at last aroused public 
sentiment to such an extent that for some months an effort to 
have it abated has attracted much attention not only in India, 
but throughout Great Britain. 

The power which the opium habit gains over its victim is 
illustrated by an experience related by Mr. J. G. Alexander of 
London, secretary of the Society for the Suppression of the 
Opium Traffic, who thus describes a den in Calcutta : 

‘This place consisted of four different chambers, all of them 
nearly full, there being several women amongst the inmates. 
A rough calculation showed that there were about thirty 
persons in these four rooms. On being asked why they went 
there they joined in an urgent appeal that these places might 
be close |, saying that they were ruining themselves, that they 
had lost affection for their families and their families for them, 
and that all their time and strength were wasted in this bad 
habit, but that they were utterly unable to give it up. The 
native gentlemen present and a servant who was taken for the 
purpose translated, for the benefit of the visitors who did not 
understand the vernacular, what was said by the keepers of the 
dens and by their customers. The party then went upstairs to 
the place where the licensee, in this case a Chinaman, was 
dispensing the drug.” 

The fact that such a business, one which is making wrecks 
of heathen men and women and destroying family life, should 
be a source of revenue to a Christian nation is an appalling 
one. But it is to the credit of the same nation that many of 
its best people have banded themselves together to work until 
the evil is overcome.

As a result of the efforts of this society, efficiently aided by 
missionaries in the country, the Calcutta Missionary Confer- 
ence presented to government an anti-opium memorial. This 
has been under consideration by the Opium Commission at 
Calcutta, and strenuous efforts have been made by revenue 
officers and others representing the government to disprove 
the evil claimed in the memorial. 


The struggle as it goes on is analogous to efforts in our 
country to control the liquor business. The following items 
from the Bombay Guardian (for which we are indebted to the 
kindness of Rev. E. C. B. Hallam), shows something of the 
situation : 

“A high British official in Burmah has ruffled the placidity 
of Sir James Lyall, one of the Indian government’s nominees 
on the Opium Commission. Mr. Smeaton, financial commis- 
sioner in Burmah, has not intrusted his conscience to the keep- 
ing of the viceregal government. He told the section of the 
Opium Commission at Rangoon that opium is injurious to the 
Burmans physically, mentally, and morally; and he advised 
total prohibition of the sale of the drug except through medi- 
cal dispensaries, this prohibition to extend also to non-Burmans 
resident in Burmah.” 

An opposing opinion : 

‘‘ Most of the time on the thirteenth day was occupied in 
hearing the allegations of persons connected with private firms 
engaged in the opium traffic. This class of evidence would 
naturally be almost as untainted as that of the government 
traders. The first witness, Mr. H. S. Howard of David Sas- 
soon and Co., ‘never came across any persons in China who 
objected to the opium trade, and he was not aware till the 
present moment that any such objection existed!’ The only 
remark that it is necessary to make upon this is that Mr. 
Howard during his thirteen years in China must have moved 
in a circle of unparalleled depravity. 

“ Another individual from the same firm, Mr. R. M. Cohen, 
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unnecessarily lectured his larger accomplice in crime, namely 
the government of India, on its duty morally! He said, 
‘Morally government will be held responsible for the loss of 
this trade to its subjects. In my opinion it is the duty of the 
government of India to give its support to the opium trade 
and sustain it in the interests of the country,’ and (Mr. Cohen 
was too modest to add) of David Sassoon & Co.” 


Fraudulent petitions have been brought before the commis- 
sion, pretending to represent the medical profession as in favor 
of opium and the efforts of those who are profiting by the 
business stop at no plans, however base, which can serve their 
purpose. 

One of the most pitiful phases of the matter is the position 
taken by twenty-two clergymen of the Church of England who 
have sent to the commission a letter condoning the use of 
opium, and aiding thereby those who wish to see its sale con- 
tinued with its possible results. The Bombay Guardian says 
of this : 


“‘ A handsome reward will be given to anyone who can prove 
that opium apologetics are not of the devil.” 

We shall await with deep interest the result. We have no 
harsh. words for our Rritish cousins because of their connection 
with this evil, for we are too conscious of America’s equaily 
inconsistent relations with the liquor traffic.

MOMENTS WITH OUR EXCHANGES. 

Medical Missionary Record: A hurricane sweeps across the 
Atlantic. A large vessel laden with hundreds of precious lives 
is wrecked on the coast. On the beach a number of young 
men, eager, strong, and brave, gather together, anxious to save 
those on the wreck. They are helpless for lack of boats. A 
poor fisherman gladly gives his only boat, and his son with 
others man her. They pull out and manage to save a few. 
Appeals are made to others, who have many doats, but they 
turn a deaf ear to the pleaders, and seem by their manner to 
ask, ‘‘ Am I my brother’s keeper? ” 
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Do you say, “ Impossible!” Yes, so it seems; and yet we 
shall see later on that this is an exact picture of the condition 
of things in the Christian church regarding the suffering mil- 
lions in heathen lands. A few doing and’ giving all in their 
power, but a large majority perfectly imilifferent. The question 
naturally arises concerning those on the wreck, “ How can 
they be saved if boats are not sent to them?” To which I 
reply, “I do not know. There does not appear to be any 
other way, and if these young men do mo¢ go to them they 
will certainly be Jost, and they cannot go if the boats are nof 
provided.” You may well ask as to the crime of those who ths 
neglected to give the needed boats; to which I would reply 
by asking, ‘“ What would yow call their crime, and what fate do 
you think they deserve better than that which they brought 
upon others?” 

The law of man would not charge them with any crime, 
much less with murder; but He who said “ Thou shalt not 
kill” would surely count them guilty of A7/ing dy neglect; and 
what is killing but murder? 

It is written, ‘No murderer hath eternal life abiding in 
him ;” and ‘‘ Whoso hateth his brother is a murderer,” and 
the Saviour taught that to “kink evil is to be guilty of it. 

These teachings are all to be found in the Bible, and some 
persons believe that the Scriptures are true ; and yet it is to be 
feared that many of those who profess to believe them and to 
follow the example of the maytyred Christ certainly must be 
guilty of murder by neglect, for they have done little or nothing 
to save anyone, and few have done “ what they coudd.” 


Bombay Guardian: A missionary explained to a gathering 
how he came to enter the mission field. He sajd, “ In coming 
home one night, driving across the vast prairie, I saw my little 
boy John hurrying to meet me; the grass was high on the 
prairie, and suddenly he dropped out of sight. I thought he 
was playing, and was simply hiding from me, but he didn’t 
appear as I expected he would. Then the thought flashed

across my mind, ‘ There’s an old well there, and he has fallen 
in.’ I hurried up to him, reached down in the well, and lifted 
him out, and as he looked up in my face, what do you think 
he said?

They kept ringing in my ears until God put a 
new and deeper meaning into them, and bade me think of 
others who are lost, of souls without God and without hope in 
this world; and the message came to me as a message from 
the heavenly Father, ‘Go and work in my name ;’ and then 
from that vast throng a pitiful, despairing, pleading cry rolled 
into my soul as I accepted God’s call, ‘Ob, why don’t you 
hurry ?’” .

Lewiston Journal: Women are coming to the front in liter- 
ature. At the recent literary congress held in Chicago it is 
estimated that there were present about fifty men and nearly 
fifteen hundred women. This indicates great intellectual ac- 
tivity among women. American literature is being greatly 
enriched by the widening of woman’s horizon. Not only 
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poetry, fiction, and history, but science and art, bear testimony 
to the fertility of woman’s mind. A smart woman is no longer 
a Curiosity—the world is getting used to the idea that a wom- 
an can assert her independence. The hisses which came from 
every corner of the continent fifty years ago, when the Black- 
well sisters sought entrance into a medical college, have turned 
into applause. Now woman takes her place among laborers 
not as a woman but as aco-worker. The unfair discrimina- 
tions against woman laborers will gradually disappear as woman 
ceases to be considered a novice in any field of labor. There 
is nothing which woman cannot attempt to-day with as fair a 
show of success as any man. Woman is being emancipated— 
and until she is wholly emancipated the emancipation of man 
will be incomplete. 

The Church Union ;: The people known as Armenians num- 
ber some 3,000,000, and occupy a territory in Western Asia 
about the size of the state of Iowa. Their history dates back 
beyond the first crusades, long before the occurrence of which 
the ancestors of the present generation had embraced Chris- 
tianity, and ever since have been distinguished for good be- 
havior and the practices of a religion which, if they do not hold 
as fully or as purely as is done in England and America, they 
maintain in all honesty and unto a morality which conspicu- 
ously separates them from the Kurds, Russians, Turks, by 
whom their country is surrounded. They have for centuries 
been under Turkish rule, forming indeed an integral portion of 
the Ottoman Empire. Being a commercial race, and other- 
wise enterprising as well as peaceful, one would think that they 
ought to be cherished and in every way helped forward in a 
career of prosperity which would more and more benefit all 
Turkey. Instead they have been persecuted almost all the 
time, during many years of suffering, on account of their 
religious beliefs, so that whereas they once numbered a popu- 
lation equal to that of Great Britain, they are now reduced to 
the very few millions we have mentioned above, and are likely 
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to fade out altogether unless they are speedily helped. The 
61st article of the treaty of Berlin requires the Sublime Porte 
“to carry out without further delay the improvements and re- 
forms demanded by local requirements,in the provinces in- 
habited by the Armenians, and. to guarantee their security 
against the Circassians and Kurds.” But although the great 
signatory powers, including the principal governments of 
Europe, have long known that this requirement has not been 
obeyed, they have not tried to enforce it, as they agreed to do, 
when it should become necessary by reason of the faithlessness 
of Turkey. Not one of them has lifted a hand nor uttered a 
voice of remonstrance in behalf of this oppressed branch of the 
Christian church. Accordingly efforts are now making for 
awakening the public opinion of Europe and America to a 
realization of the atrocities that are being perpetrated in a 
country which deserves the respect and protection of all 
humane people the world over. To this end petitions have 
been printed and are to be put in circulation in this country 


and England, which every one is urged to sign, in order if 
possible to get the British Queen and Parliament.to take action 
in the premises and to secure a certain cooperation from our 


own President and Congress.

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LETTER FROM HARPER’S FERRY. 
Dear “ HELPER” :— 

Two barrels of clothing sent from Providence and Maine 
came to us with a cold wave which must have started at about © 
the same time from the very same country. Most of their 
contents were distributed last Saturday, and an account of that 
day’s work may interest the readers of the HELPER. 

Many are already acquainted with Agnes Brooks, the girl 
who lost a limb by the explosion of a bomb-shell about five 
years ago. She has become so proficient with the needle that 
Miss Baker has chosen her assistant teacher in the sewing de- 
partment. All her family, including a number of small brothers, 
depend upon her for the making of their clothes. We sent 
for her first, and were able to provide her with material for a 
complete black dress already nearly made. On account of her 
crutch this girl wears out several waists to one skirt, 2nd she 
was farticularly grateful for two very pretty basques which 
fitted her perfectly. 

In the afternoon Miss Baker accompanied me in the buggy 
to two homes in the farther end of Bolivar. Four pupils come 
to us from the first house, a neatly built log structure of several 
rooms, and quite comfortable and homelike within. The 
mother has been sick for some time, and the young daughter, 
on that account and consequent lack of clothing, absent 
from school. We left there a pair of shoes for an eight-year- 
old child, a dress, hat, and warm outside wrap of brown for the 
school girl, and a house jacket for the mother. With many 
earnest protestations of ‘Deed you cert’n’y are kind,” we 
drove on to the other side of Bolivar Heights. 

Here we found a miserable little two-room hovel close under 
the hill, and were greeted within by a far less cheerful aspect. 
The room was dirty beyond description, as were the clothes 
of the good-natured mother and her almost innumerable chil- 
dren. Some time ago some little flannels sent from the North 
had been brought for the newest infant, and now we left out- 
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side jackets for the two little girls who go over the hill to school 
(their old ones “ wouldn’t meet in front’’), and stockings for 
several of them. This poor family seem to be totally free from 
vicious habits, except that of idleness, and they are quite will- 
ing to work if given it to do, but they do not know how to 
work for themselves. 

In the evening our calls were made on foot to neighboring 
families on the hill, First we carried a warm cloak and some 
things for the children to a family moved here from “ over in 
Loudon County,” in order that the husband, who returns each 
Sunday to his people to preach, may goto school. The little 
room—nursery, kitchen, dining-room, living-room—was clean, 
and as tidy as a room inhabited all day by a family with two 
cnildren could be. 

I wish you could have called with us at the next place. The 
three oldest of the ten children were studying around a table, 
while the others, including two jolly, dimpled, four-year-old 
little brown twin boys, were clustered in all attitudes of fun- 
making around the father and mother at the stove. ‘“ You 
can’t help fitting some of us, for we have all sizes,” said the 
father ; and there we left some clothing to lighten the burden of 
the mother of so many. 

And so we went on, leaving articles to keep out the cold at 
three more places, for families, some very destitute, of from 
three to six children. One little girl had been staying away 
from school for lack of the outside garment which we were able 
to supply. 

In these two barrels some garments having pieces of the 
same goods fastened to them were egpecially useful, as they 
could be so successfully made over with these. We would call 
attention of people who send clothing to this fact. 

Some white cotton cloth for the sewing class was very grate- 
fully received by the teacher of that department. 

These two barrels were stored with articles so useful, and 
they came so opportunely at the beginning of the coldest 
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weather, that we are especially thankful for them, believing that 
their contents have furnished relief to much distress.

SUTTEE, OR THE IMMOLATION OF HINDU WIDOWS. 
[A paper read by Mrs. Ager, at the Bengal and Orissa Yearly Meetings.] 


IFTY or sixty years ago, when the British Government was 
endeavoring to consolidate its power in the East, and 
when the religious prejudices of the natives were alike tolerated 
and respected, there arose a great man in Bengal who was 
destined by Providence to work a mighty revolution in their 
social, moral, and intellectual condition. 

That great man was Rammohun Roy, the pioneer of Hindu 
enlightenment. Having early enriched his mind with Euro- 
pean and Eastern erudition he soon rose by his energy to a 
degree of eminence and usefulness which afterwards marked 
his career as a distinguished reformer and a benevolent phi- 
lanthropist. ‘To his indefatigable exertions we are indebted for 
the abolition of inhuman practice of suttee, the very name of 
which evokes a natural shrinking from the diabolical deed 
which suddenly removed a tender life from the earth. It was 
the severest reflection on the satanic character of a religion - 
that ignores the first principle of divine law. Women are of 
an impressionable nature, their enthusiasm is easily fanned into 
intensity ; and superstition and priestcraft took advantage of it. 

Not content with sending a sick man to the river-side to be 
suffocated and burnt to ashes a narrow-minded hierarchy lent 
its sanction to the destruction of a living creature by burning 
the Hindu widow with the dead body of her husband, the fire 
being kindled perhaps by the hand of one whom she had 
nurtured and suckled in infancy. It is awful to contemplate 
how the finest sensibilities of our nature are sometimes blunted 
by a false faith. I will here relate a tale told by one of the 
influential members of the Hindu community. He says, “ As 
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the tale I am going to relate is founded in real life its truthful- 
ness can be thoroughly relied upon. 

“When I was a boy reading in a patsal4 at home, my atten- 
tion was one morning roused by hearing from my mother that 
my aunt was ‘ going a suttee.” The word was then scarcely 
intelligible to me. I pondered and thought over and over 
again in my mind what could the word ‘suttee’ mean. Being 
unable to solve the problem I asked my mother for an explana- 
tion ; she with tears in her eyes told me that my aunt (living 
in the next house) ‘was going to eat fire.’ Instantly I felt a 
strong curiosity to see the thing with my own eyes, still labor- 
ing under a misconception as to what the reality could be. I 
had then no distinct notion that life would be at once annihi- 
lated. My mind was quite unsettled, and I felt an irresistible 
desire to look into the thing more minutely. 

“ T ran down to my aunt’s room, and what should I see there 
but a group of somber-complexioned women with my aunt in 
the middle. I have yet after fifty years a vivid recollection of 
what I then saw in the room. My aunt was dréssed in a red 
silk sari, with all the ornaments on her person; her forehead 
daubed with a very thick coat of sindoor, or vermillion ; her feet 
painted red with alta ; she was chewing a mouthful of betel, and 
a bright lamp was burning before her. She was evidently rapt 
in an estacy of devotion, earnest in all she did, quite calm and 
composed, as if nothing important was to happen. In short, 
she was then at her matins, anxiously watching the hour when 
this mortal coil should be put off. My uncle was lying a 
corpse in the adjoining room. 

“It appeared to me that all the women assembled were 
admiring the virtues and fortitude of my aunt—some licking 
the betel out of her mouth; some touching her forehead in 
order to have a little of the sindoor, or vermillion ; while not a 
few falling before her feet expressed a fond hope that they 
might possess a small particle of her virtue. Amidst all these 
surroundings what surprised me most was my aunt stretching 
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out one of her hands, at the bidding of an old Brahmin woman, 
and holding a finger over the wick of the burning lamp for a 
few seconds, until it was scorched and forcibly withdrawn by 
the old lady who bade her do so, in order to have a foretaste 
of the unshaken firmness of her mind. The perfect compo- 
sure with which she underwent this fiery ordeal fully convinced 
all that she was a real suttee, fit to abide with her husband in 
Boykonto paradise. Nobody could notice any change in her 
countenance or resolution after she had gone through this pain- 
ful trial. 

“Tt was about eleven o’clock when preparations were made 
for the removal of the corpse of my uncle to the Ghant. It 
was a small mourning procession ; nearly thirty persons, all of 
respectable families, volunteered to carry the dead body al- 
ternately on their shoulders. ‘The body was laid on a charpoy, 
my aunt followed it, not in a closed but an open palkee. She 
was unvailed and regardless of a public exposure ; she was in 
a manner dead to the external world. The delicate sense of 
shame so characteristic of Hindu females was entirely sup- 
pressed in her bosom. In truth she was evidently longing for 
the hour when her spirit and that of her husband should meet 
together and dwell in heaven. She had a toolsee mala (string 
of basil beads) in her right hand, which she was telling, and 
she seemed to enjoy the shouts of ‘ Hurree, Hurree bole’ 
with perfect serenity of mind. 

‘‘ How can we account for the strange phenomenon wherein 
a sentient being in a state of full consciousness was ready to 
surrender at the feet of ‘ Hurree’ the last vital spark of life 
forever without a murmur, a sigh, or a tear? A deep, sincere, 
religious faith which serves as a sheet-anchor to the soul 
amidst the storms of life can only unriddle the enigma and 
disarm death of its terrors. We reached Nimtollah Ghant 
about twelve, and after staying ten or fifteen minutes, sprinkling 
the holy water on the dead body, all proceeded slowly to 
Kooltollah Ghant, about three miles north of Nimtollah. On 
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arriving, the police darogah (who was also a Hindu) came to 
the spot and closely examined my aunt, in various ways at- 
tempting if possible to induce her to change her mind, but she, 
like ‘ Joan of Arc,’ was resolute and determined ; she gave an 
unequivocal reply to the purport that such was her predestina- 
tion, and that Hurree had summoned her and her husband 
into Boykonto. The darogah, amazed at the firmness of her 
mind, staid at the Ghant to watch the proceedings, while prep- 
arations were being made for a funeral pile, which consisted of 
dry firewood, fagots, pitch with a lot of sandalwood, ghee, etc., 
in it to impart a fragrant odor to the air. Half a dozen bam- 
boos were procured also, the use of which we afterwards under- 
stood and saw. 


‘‘The Brahmin undertaker came and read a few mantras, or 
incantations. ‘The dead body wrapped in new clothes being 
placed on.the pyre, my aunt was desired to turn seven times 
round it, which she did while strewing a lot of flowers, cowries, 
and parched rice on the ground. It struck me at the time 
that at every turn her strength and presence of mind failed, 
whereupon the darogah stepped forward once more and en- 
deavored even the last moment to deter her from her fatal 
determination ; but she at the very threshold of ghostly death, 
in the last hour of expiring life, the fatal torch of gama (Pluto) 
before her, calmly ascended the funeral pile, and lying by the 
side of her husband, with one hand under his head and another 
on his breast, was heard to call in voice half-suppressed on 
‘Hurree, Hurree,’ in sign of firm belief in the reality of eternal 
beatitude. 

“When she had thus laid herself on the funeral pyre she 
was instantly covered or rather choked with dry wood, while 
some stout men held and pressed down the pyre, which was by 
this time burning fiercely on all sides, with the bamboos. A 
great shout of exultation then arose from the surrounding 
spectators, till both the dead and living bodies were converted 
into a handful of dust and ashes. When the tragic scene was 
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brought to a close, and the excitement of the moment subsided, 
men and women wept and sobbed, while cries and groans of 
sympathy filled the air. 

“About the year 1813 Rammohun Roy published a pam- 
phlet in which he very clearly exposed the barbarous character 
of the rite of burning widows alive. He was backed by a few 
friends. The orthodox party was then very strong and in- 
cluded the most influential and wealthy portion of the Hindu 
community. They vilified Rammohon Roy as an outcast and 
infidel, and persecuted those who were bold enough to avow 
their sentiments in favor of the abolition of this inhuman prac- 
tice. Almost single-handed he encountered this formidable 
opposition ; he fought for a just and righteous but not a popular 
cause, regardless alike of the consequences of social persecu- 
tion and the threats and scoffs of his orthodox countrymen. 
Patiently but steadily and consistently he worked his way, 
until at last, his appeal finding a responsive echo in a Christian 
heart, that noble-minded governor general, Lord William 
Bentinck, gradually put a stop to the practice.”

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WORDS FROM HOME WORKERS. 





Iowa.—The W. M. S. of the Little Sioux Valley Q. M. 
carried out a very instructive and entertaining program at 
Spencer, Iowa, on the evening of Jan. 6. 2 

Papers were read treating of the work among the colored 
people of the South, especially that at Cairo and Harper's 
Ferry ; the founding of our India mission; our India field 
embracing the area, population, climate, etc. The schools of 
India were so vividly described that we almost felt that we 
were looking into the schoolzooms of our dark-skinned relatives 
on the other side of the globe. Our Iowa missionaries, Rev. 
and Mrs. Miner, and their work, were treated in an interesting 
paper. Another paper gave biographical sketches of our new 
missionaries. This meeting was pronounced the best our 
society has ever held, but we do not mean that it shall be the 
last of its kind. Collection $5.50. It was divided between 
the indigent ministers’ fund and education. We have four 
societies in this Q. M. All were represented by delegates. 
The Spencer society, with which the meeting was held, is in a 
flourishing condition. Meetings are held once in two weeks. 
The attendarce and interest have been gradually increasing 
during the fall and winter. A program is carried out at each 
meeting, consisting of selections from missionary correspond- 
ence, papers, and discussions. ‘The subjects for consideration 
at our last meeting were “ Mr, and Mrs. Coldren and Their 
Work,” and ‘‘ Home Missions—State and City.” Subjects for 
the next meeting are “The Southern Freedmen,” and “ Mrs. 
Smith and the Sinclair Orphanage.” A part of the members 
prepare on one topic and part the other topic, reading selec- 
tions, writing papers, and furnishing statistics. 


MInNESOTA.—lIt is a long time since I have written you a 
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word, but the “ cause” has not been forgotten, and your col- 
umns are read with interest. What amessenger—bringing us 
the letters from our brothers and sisters in the foreign field 
and carring ours tothem! We are co-laborers though the wide 
ocean separates us. Brother and Sister Miner (our college 
mates) are working there. We are praying for them, yes, and all 
the others. A short time ago I was at Rutland, Ia. After 
speaking from these words, ‘‘ Give ye them to eat,” I reorgan- 
ized a W. M.S. which I hope will aid in the support of the 
Miners; also organized societies at Elmore and Madelia, 
Minn. We find in each of these places women who are willing 
to work and learn of ‘he great demands of Christians. 

The time is not far distant when our Western sisters will do 
much more for the cause of missions. Nearly every church in 
this Y. M. has been partially built by the ladies. Less than 
three years ago I organized a W. M. S. at Alton, among a class 
of hard-working women deprived of many luxuries, and they 
have raised $500 during the time, the most of it being used 
toward building and furnishing their own church. They have 
also branched out and organized another W. M. S. at St. Clair. 
I also visited these two places. 

The Janesville Auxiliary is doing good work. This is a hard 
year for missions, yet the call still comes.

We have sometimes felt as though we were progressing very 
slowly in the work here in northern Michigan. But when we 
remember that less than two years ago there was not an Aux- 
iliary in the Sanilac Q. M., and that rank opposition prevailed 
almost everywhere in the churches, we take courage and 
bravely push forward. A few members from over the border 
line in the Genesee Q. M., where the mission fire had burned 
low, attended the Q. M. at Clifford, and, catching some of the 
spirit and enthusiasm of that meeting, took it home with them. 
The result was the calling of a missionary convention, which 
was held with the East Dayton church on Saturday and Sun- 
day, Dec. 2 and 3. We had expected Sister Griffin, one of 
our returned missionaries, and Sister Lizzie Moody, our efficient 
state agent of the W. M.S., to meet with us and conduct that 
meeting ; but in this we were greatly disappointed, as neither of 
them came. 

A prayer and song service at eleven o’clock on Saturday 
morning, conducted by Rev. Peter Upper, was opened by the 
singing of a beautiful hymn by Rev. C. B. Mills, pastor of the 
Mayville church. On Saturday afternoon, Rev. C. B. Mills, 
that dear old veteran in the service, gave a brief history of 
modern missions, which was listened to with rapt attention. 
The program for Saturday evening, which had been, rather 
hastily prepared, was an excellent one and exceedingly well 
rendered, the readings and recitations being from the best 
selections. The meeting was opened on Sunday morning by a 
song and praise service, conducted by Rev. Peter Upper, atter 
which Rev. Charles Eastman preached an excellent missionary 
sermon. In the afternoon was held a good old-time cuvenant 
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meeting, in which many vows were made for more earnest, 
faithful work in the mission cause. 

On Sunday evening Rev. C. B. Mills again addressed the 
meeting, and his touching appeal to the unsaved brought the 
tears to many eyes. The choir then sang ‘ Throw out the life 
line,” which seemed a fitting close to the tender and pathetic 
words to which we had just been listening. During the con- 
vention collections were taken to the amount of $10.80, which 
is to be applied on Dr. Mary Bacheler’s back salary. Al- 
together the Genesee and Sanilac missionary convention was a 
success, insomuch that a semiannual session has been ap- 
pointed at Kingston, with the Newbury church, for the latter 
part of May, 1894. Excellent music was furnished during the 
entire session by the young people of both Q. M’s.

LITTLE LIGHTS.
